profession and yet has among his warmest friends 
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ject of the above character sketch is undoubtedly 
one of the most experienced, and therefore one of 
the most interesting, men in Los Angeles. His broad 
experience is the harvest of many years’ travel, and 
of over half a century of studious and thoroughly 
intelligent observation. Measured by the single 
standard to which today the world subseribes—that 
of dollars—Harry Brook’s life may not have been 
a “‘suceess.”’ The worst that the twentieth ecen- 
tury ‘‘suecessful’’ man ean say of his fellow is ‘‘that 
he is not a man of business,’’ but when the True 
RNeeord of men’s lives is read by the Archangel, I 
doubt if a man’s terrestial bank account will be of 
much eredit to him. Next November, Harry Brook 
will have completed twenty years loyal and most 
valuable service for the Los Angeles Times, which 
is equivalent to an estimate that he must stil! be 
a man in modest circeumstanees. Mr. Brook’s hobby 
is ‘‘Elygiene,’’ and he has frequently defended to 
me his position of antagonism toward the medical 
profession. Puffing one of his favorite stogies, and 
occasionally sipping from a stein of lager beer, he 
has expressed himself somewhat in the following 
sense, but in far more picturesque language: 


‘For forty-three years I have been a diligent and 
enthusiastic student of Hygiene, spending months at 
the leading ‘nature cure’ institutions in Switzerland 
and Germany, and devouring every volume I could 
find on the subject in four different laneuages; so, 
my dear chap, it was not unnatural that I should 
drift into my ‘Care of the Body’ chair. For thirty 
years 1t was my constant ambition to publish an in- 
dependent magazine devoted to Health, and natur- 
ally [am grateful to General Otis for the opportunity 
of the Sunday Times magazine’s large circulation. 
However much of a joke I may be to the doctors, I 
assure you I take myself quite seriously, and I’! be 
Nggered if I take my hat off to any living man, in 
knowledge of hygiene, the cause of disease, and, es- 
pecially, of food values, on which last subject I am 
resdy at any time to take up a debate with any half 
dozen picked medicos—if only their ‘ethies’ will 
alow.’’ 


Mr. Brook is quite frank in confessing that he 
does not practice all he preaches, although I have ob- 
served—I have dined with him once a week for the 
last ten years—that he eats very little urie acid food 
-——meats—not I believe over a pound a month—to 
which he attributes his survival. Often, too, I have 
heard him launch into furious philippies against 
physicians and parsons for the quantity of their pre- 
cepts and prescriptions, and the searcity of their 
practical examples. 


Harry Brook’s life has been so full of travel and 
interest in various enterprises that it would take a 
volume larger than this issue to record accurately 
his work and wanderings. Briefly, then, to make this 
sketch complete—he was born within sound of Bow 
Bells, a ‘‘eockney,’’ March 21, 1849. His father was 
a dealer in furniture treasures, and his brother one of 
the most talented designers in England. ‘‘Young 
Harry’’ was thus bred in an artistic atmosphere, for 
which by the way, ‘‘Old Harry’’ has little leisure. 
He was adueated at private schools, from one of 
which he took French leave at 15 vears of age. prob- 
ably having absorbed all the Jearninge that was 
there on tap. He oeeupied a clerk’s stool in a whole- 
sale lace honse in London for two years. and then 
went to St. Gall in Switzerland to learn German. In 
1867, with a knapsack on his back, he strolled 
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through Switzerland into Italy, and the saine year 
visited the Paris Exposition. IIe then became gee. 
retary of an East India sugar company in Londoy 
which position he occupied for three years. In 1879 
he returned to St. Gall as representative of an em. 
broidery house, working up a suceessful business by 
playing poker with rich Americans at night, and 
selling them embroideries in the morning. In 1875 
he again went baek to London and demonstrated 
his versatility by doing evangelistic work with a 
brother of Charles Spurgeon in the East End. This, 
eompared with his subsequent feat of running a beer 
saloon in Arizona, is surely an indication of his ex- 
traordinary versatility. 


In 1876 Brook sailed for America, and having in- 
bibed the beauties of Charles Nordhoff’s descriptions 
of Southern California, intended to make Log An- 
geles his objective point. He did not, however, get 
further than San Franeisco—reaching the City of 
ihe Angels ten years later, and his first industry 
was, I believe, chopping wood in Santa Cruz county. 
Returning to San Francisco, he was employed by a 
real estate company, which under his direction pub- 
ished a monthly bulletin ealled ‘‘Homes in Cali- 
fornia.’’ This was his first journalistic effort. Grow- 
ing weary of real estate, and having at his command 
and his tongue’s end no less than seven languages, 
he found a ready engagement in an employment 
office. After making himself, as may readily be im- 
agined, exceedingly useful by his linguistie aecom- 
plishments, besides his original way of ‘‘putting 
things’’, he received an offer to edit the ‘‘ Wasp,” 
which was and still is a weekly paper of sauce and 
satire. In those days and nights—ambrosial some of 
them—Harry Brook wrote the whole ‘‘Wasp’’ from 
cover to cover, which fact, he avers, had nothing to 
do with the fact that his proprietors were forced 
to sell out. He then went to Pinal City, Ariz., where 
the rich findings in the Silver King mine had ere- 
ated a boom. He worked in an assay office, and was 
for a time a deputy sheriff. His only other political 
venture was to run for reeorder of Pinal County, 
making a six weeks’ canvass of the county in a buek- 
board. Ile then migrated to Quijotoa, eighty-five 
miles from Tueson, and started a weekly paper 
known as the ‘‘Quijotoa Prospector.’’ A windfall 
from England put $1500 into his purse, which he in- 
vested in a printing outfit. Quijotoa, however, was 
another boom town, which soon became an empty 
city with miles of unoccupied buildings, and a few 
holes in the ground that gave no returns. Returning 
to Tueson he started a journal, christened it ‘‘Sun- 
shine and Silver,’’ and positively refused to accept 
any display advertising at all or quaek advertise- 
ments in its columns. To this was soon added a little 
afternoon daily, with the alliterative title of ‘‘Tueson 
Tailings.’? Beautiful in econeeption and in typo- 
graphy as these Brook publications undoubtedly 
were, the profits were inadequate, and he was foreed 
to suspend pubheation. Somewhat exhausted by his 
experiences in the territory and imagining that 
everything was going to pieces, Mr. Brook thought 
he would change his luck, which he did by marrying 
a widow with four children and no property. The 
following vear he sought the repose of Tombstone, 
becoming the editor of the Tombstone Epitaph, one 
of the proprietors of which was at that time ‘‘Bill” 
Savage, the man who licked Admiral Dewey and 
now adorns the state senate. During the Geronimo 
outbreak he was the war correspondent of some ten 
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leading papers in the United States, and distin- 
guished himself on several occasions by graphit ac- 
eounts, which he got on the wire days before any 
other correspondent. By this time Tombstone was 
dead, and he shook the dust of Arizona from off his 
feet. He came to Los Angeles.in 1886, and has been 
constantly on the staff of the Los Angeles Times since 
that date, with a brief interlude during the boom, 
when, because everybody was interested in real es- 
tate and orchardists were cutting up their land for 
sale, he conceived the idea that 1t was an opportune 





time to start a paper ealled ‘“‘The Pacific Fruit 
Grower.’’ 

All the misfortunes of fate and all the details of 
his own indiscretions Mr. Brook aecepts with the ut- 
most nonchalance, and is perfectly happy in the hope 
that his life has not been misspent, with which con- 
viction I am in accord. Mr. Brook is probably the 
wittiest after-dinner speaker in Los Angeles, pre- 
ferring the rapier to the bludgeon, and is one of the 
most interesting and natural companions it has ever 
been my good fortune to meet. 





Los Angeles Women at Home

It is seldom indeed that Los Angeles, famed as it 
is for the brainy women who make their homes 


within its borders, numbers among its elitizens a- 


more charming or clever artist than Mrs. Maedonald 
Sheridan, pupil of Jean de Reszka, and courted in 
Europe’s exclusive musical and intellectual circles. 
True, Mrs. Sheridan is here but for a brief period, 
for she is to make her debut in Paris in May of this 
year. Meanwhile, the delightful home that she has 
established at 2322 West Ninth Street, is the center 
of a hospitality so refined and unpretentious that 
those who have tasted of it marvel that they ever 
sought satisfaction in the pompous entertainments 
of the merely wealthy. 

A few days ago, I was fortunate enough to visit 
Mrs. Sheridan at her residence and to learn some- 
thing of the spirit that renders her impervious to 
the petty trials that beset even those whose feet are 
on Olympus. Mrs. Sheridan is of medium height, 
but the willowy grace of her movements makes her 
seem taller than the average woman. Her wonderful 
dark eyes are parhaps the most striking features of 
her face, although her whole countenance answers 
to the passing mood, now vibrating with mirth, 
again filled with sorrowful emotion. 

“We are very busy, we Americans,’’ remarked 
Mrs. Sheridan, after we had exchanged greetings. 

“Other people, that is if they do anything worth 
Treg are just as busy,’’ I interpolated, perfunct- 
orily. 

_ Occupied, not busy,’’ corrected the chatelaine, 
Indulgently, as one learns to address an assertive 
esterner. 

“Tt is good to live as they do in Europsa,’’ contin- 
ued Mrs. Sheridan, taking up the thread of 'the in- 
terrupted thought; ‘‘there they are, as I have said, 
occupied, but not busy. Cannot you see the differ- 
ence between the bustle of our ‘strenuous’ life and 
the occupation that fills the hours comfortably, yet 
leaves no time to ‘sit in the silence with one’s own 
soul’ and hear the voices of Nature and of Nature’s 
God? Why, in Picardie it was so still that we could 
hear the moon come up; could hear the sun set; 
could listen to the sea breaking and feel the world 
rock through space. Oh, it was wonderful, enchant- 
Ing! I lived there in the family of Dante Gabriel 
Rosetti. Such simple lives! The old grandmother 
drapes white material to her form—never a dress- 
maker has spoiled the perfect curves of her figure— 
and the body moves to the rhythm of the soul. Thre 
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Mrs, Macdonald Sheridan 


is a young girl, about twelve, who 1s a simpl2 rein- 
carnation of the first Christine. Her hair hangs in 
two long braids down to her waist and she is a poem 
in action. But I never know when to stop when I 
chant praises of the dear Picardie. See, there is 
a picture of the old house, with the background of 
waving trees,’’ pointing to a landscape in oils, that 
showed a rambling, picturesque cottage, its red-tiled 
roof outlined against the background of cool green 
foliage, and in the foreground a stretch of emerald 
turf gemmed with daisies and tempting enough to 
send the most prosaic in search of “‘loved Picardie. 

‘How did you find such a restful haven, Mrs. 
Sheridan?’’ I ventured. 

“Tt was when I was ill in London, and the King’s 
physician, Sir Felix Seamans, ordered me to Picardie 
that I learned of this spot, through the introduction 
of Ambassador and Mrs. Choate. Once I reached 
there, illness and fatigue fell away as a cloak, and I 
was soon able to return to Paris and my studies.”’ 

‘‘Pray tell me of these studies,’’ I urged. 

‘SIt was after I had been under one famous master 
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after another, and was worn out with technique that 
I was fortunate enough to meet M. Jean de Reszke. 
He gave me two months training and then offered to 
present me in concert. Oh, he was lovely to me, and 
Madame de Reszke, too, who was a countess before 
she married the singer. But I had promised my hus- 
band. that I would return home that month. I will 
not say that I did not shed a few tears, but my family 
needed me and I turned my back on the Great Op- 
portunity—which does not, as you know, knock many 
times at a mortal’s door—and returned to ‘mine ain 
countrie.’ When Mr. Sheridan met me, his first 
words, after our greetings, wer2: ‘Now, we have you 
home and we mean to keep you right here.’ I said 
never a word, but I knew in my heart that if the 
good Lord meant me to sing, the way would be 
opened. Two days after that my husband said: ‘You 
have not sung for us.’ I went to the piano and J 
think that I never sang as I did then. I could feel 
the soul in the words, myself. There was silence for 
a brief space, then Mr. Sheridan came to me and 
putting his arm across my shoulder, said: ‘You must 
go back; you belong to the world and we cannot 
keep you; it would be a crime.’ Nothing more was 
said. We came to Los Angeles and we have had a 
delightful winter. Now matters have fallen into 
shape as the pieces in a puzzle do. Mr. Sheridan is to 
paint scenes abroad and our son and daughter will 
enter French schools, and I—I shall sing my thankful 
soul out in gratitude to the One who opened a path 
for me when I had turned aside to face homely 
ality.” 

“What did de Reske say of your training?’ I 
asked, harking back to the old theme. 


‘He told me to open my mouth and sing as God 
meant me to sing; sing as the birds sing. He said 
that I had been smothered under technique and ham- 
pered by instructions as to ‘placing’ my tones. Oh, 
it is wonderful how one can sing when there is noth- 
ing to bother about. Just to ‘lift up your voice’.”’ 

‘You had been trained in America, too??? 


‘Yes, oh, yes’’, with an almost imperceptible 
grimace. (‘I sang in Mr. Wanamaker’s Sunday 
Sehool long ago, and helped him in his charitabl> 
work; my father was a philanthropist in Philadel- 
phia. Those were happy days, but nothing seems 
so blissful as 'the future. I was fortunate enough to

smg at the White House beore I went abroad ang 
President Roosevelt appeared on the same program 
and was very kind to me.”’ 

‘What was the pleasantest visit you made abroad 
Mrs. Sheridan ?”’ 

‘‘Let me see,’’ refiectively ; ‘‘I believe, yes, I know 
that the visit I cherish most was the day I lunched 
with the Archbishop of Canterbury and Mrs. David. 
son. She is one of the most essentially womanly 
women I ever met. There is a pretty bit of romance 
in her life. Ags a girl, she lived in the Palace, where 
her father was Archbishop. Ther she met the young 
curate who is now at the head of the Church of Eng. 
land and married and removed to a distant parish, 
Through advancement her husband finally became 
archbishop and she returned to her girlhood home 
as mistress. We ‘cottoned’ to each other wonder- 
fully. There were a number of notables at luneheon 
—among them Bishop Doane of Albany, and Bishop 
Saterlee of Kentucky, both of whom I had met. We 
were taken through the palace and much interast 
was shown in the state diningroom, where hang por- 
traits of all the archbishops since the reign of Henry 
the Eighth. Mrs. Davidson invited me—in an in- 
side—to remain after the others had gone, so that 
we might have a cosy chat. That was very precious 
and altogether charming, and one of the dearest in- 
eidents of my stay in England, where, by the way, ! 
was the pupil of George Henschal.’’ 

‘And you are really going back?’’ I asked, aim- 
lessly, grieved that Los Angeles is to lose so great 
an artist and so charming a woman. 

‘“Yes,’’ radiantly, ‘‘I] am going back and it is with 
alight heart for my dear ones go with me. We l2ave 
the first of March. Good bye,’’ as I arose ‘to take 
my leave. ‘‘Don’t let the ‘busy’ air of the country 
envelop you so that you cannot see and hear the 
rhythm of the sun and moon and stars, and when you 
want to really pause and breathe, come to Picardie.”

Foreign. 


The Chinese slogan in the present outcry against, foreign- 
ers, particularly Americans, is ‘*China for the Chinese’’. 
That alone shows adaptability to modern evolution. Fifty 
years ago the cry of ‘¢ America for Americans’’ was singing 
throughout the United States, under the impulse of Know- 
nothingism. ‘‘Ireland for the Irish’’ is a threadbare slogan, 
and the sentiment has been voiced in many other countries. 
The Chinese have a right to preserve China from being 
broken by outsiders. 





No doubt remains of Canada’s purpose to challenge the 
United States in the race for industrial supremacy. <A 
consolidation of steel and coal corporations in the Dominion 
is promised, with a capital of $100,000,000, as a rival of the 
American steel trust. 


An insurrection of natives in Natal is reported, caused 
by an attempt of the British authorities to collect poll tax, 
Soldiers and policemen in groups have been killed by spears 
in the hands of infuriated natives. California voters some- 
times are goaded near to the spear point by the infamous 
pall tax and its tyrannous method of enforcement in this 
State. 

In the mighty battleship Dreadnought, launched a few days 
‘ago, the British government attests its faith in the theory 
that the big battleship is the ne plus ultra of war craft. 
The Dreadnought is the most ponderous of all warships and 
its cost, when ready for service, will be $7,500,000, equal to 
the value of about fifteen tons of gold coin. 

The London Statist, a recognized authority in financial 
and cognate matters, thinks the Morroecan situation is peril- 
ous unless President Roosevelt can be induced agoin to play 
the role of peacemaker. It is doubtful, however, if the 
President desires the steady job of pulling chestnuts out 
of the fire to oblige foreign governments. 

While month after month is slipping past without even a 
settlement upon the fundamental plan for the Panama canal, 
the railway across the neck of Mexico, by the Tehauntepec 
route, is rapidly nearing completion. It is scheduled to be 
finished next June. By that route, the Pacific and Atlantic 
conection will be about thirty days shorter than by way of 
Panama, in the passage between American ports. 


National. 


The Cheyenne Indians are making a vigorous kick be- 
cause the government is shutting off their rations with the 
object of forcing them to work. The next step of the red- 
skins probably will be to organize as a union and make every 
one of their number a walking delegate. 

A judge of the New York municipal court has abolished 
the use of the Bible in qualifying witnesses. He says, 
‘‘Lying words from the mouths of witnesses made its use a 
mockery, a travesty.’’ The kissing of a book that had been 


peared by thousands of mouths might cause a tendency 
o lie. 


A proposed reduction of 25 per cent in the volume of gov- 
ernment printing will result in a saving of $1,000,000. Two 
more such cuts probably might be made with benefit to all 
interests except those of dealers in waste paper stock. 

The latest agitation in Ohio is over a bill passed by the 
assembly which forbids ‘‘owning or keeping cigarettes, cigar- 
ette papers or wrappers or substitutes thereof.’’ Some law- 
yers contend that, under the law, cigars and pipes may be 
considered substitutes for cigarettes. 

The railway passenger agents have struck a severe blow 
at a class of minor summer resorts in the West. The special 
rates allowed in travel to resorts will in future apply only 
to such as are of paying value to the railway companies. 


A political aspirant in Illinois is making his canvass 
chiefly on the strength of his adherence to the Roosevelt 


theory. concerning race suicide. He is the father of sixteen 
children. 


There is cause to suspect that the leaders of the coal 
miners are relying largely on interposition of President 
Roosevelt to help them out in the threatened strike. The 
arbitration of the anthracite coal strike two years ago, by 
the President’s commission, was decidedly favorable to the 
miners. 

Strenuous efforts have been made by zealous women pro- 
hibitionists to have wine eliminated at the wedding feast 
in the White House. It has been claimed that ‘‘at such a 
time of national interest it would have a deplorable effect 
on other young couples throughout the country.’’ That 
sentiment disagrees with the practice of Jesus of Nazareth 
on a somewhat similar occasion. 

This week Pittsburg has been the scene of an extraordmary 
convention. About 900 delegates from all sections of the 
United States, leading men of affairs, convened to devise a 
plan for amalgamating ‘‘business and religion,’’ as the re- 
port puts it. That is the order of importance in which 
Mammon and God—following the Pittsburg precedent— 
usually appear. 

As the President has his ‘‘hands full’’ with matters di- 
rectly pertaining to the executive office, such ulterior affairs 
as the settlement of a coal strike might be delegated to the 
Vice President. © Moreover, the handling of the coal ques- 
tion might have a thawing effect on the frigidity of Mr. Fair- 
banks. 

Ohio is affording an example of the ability of a state to 
fix a schedule of railway fares and enforce compliance there- 
with. The maximum rate for passengers in that state now 
is two cents a mile. Having gained that point, a general 
movement for a three-cent street car fare in the large cities 
of Ohio is expected to‘ follow. 

Powerful railway and other influences hae been exerted 
this winter to turn the stream of tourist travel from South- 
ern California to Florida and Cuba. The result is summed 
up in this outgiving of railway officials in Chicago: ‘All 
records have been broken this season in travel to California, 
and there is no sign of abatement.’’ 


Writing from his globe-trotting halt at Hong Kong, Wil- 
liam J. Bryan announces his resignation as a trustee of 
Illinois college. This because he ‘‘will not serve a school 
where the board of trustees is in favor of accepting funds 
from Carnegie or other trust magnates who are attempting 
to subsidize the colleges of America to prevent teaching of 
economic truth.’’ Sounds like a far distant buzz of the 
presidential bee. 
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State. 


San Franeiseo ‘‘do move,’’ to borrow B’rer Jasper’s 
famous saying concerning the sun. The Merchants’ asso- 
ciation has formally recommended ‘‘that an overhead trolley 
system be established throughout the city, and that the 
cable line be removed except on the steepest grades.’’ That 
is the stage of progress that Los Angeles reached ten years 
ago. 


Mayor Schmitz outlives his first aggressive move against 
the street car service of San Francisco in this fashion: ‘‘ This 
administration wants peate and is willing to go to reasonable 
lengths to secure it, but if the Geary street company insists 
upon war, then war it shall be.’’ It looks as if Mayor 
Sehmizt might determine to make walking delegates of the 
whole population of San Francisco. 


The offieral habitat of the Southern Pacific railway com- 
pany is Beechmont, Jefferson county, Ky. Thinking to 
profit largely by its financial prize, the county assessed the 
cempany a round $50,000,000, but a judicial snag made it 
necessary to trim two noughts from the figure, reducing it 
to $500,000. 


Local, 


It causes a severe strain on the patience of this community 
to learn from prominent bankers that the mulishness of the 
mayor ond the City Council is jeopardizing the financial 
eredit of Los Angeles in the East. This, too, on top of the 
aanger to the Owens river water project and also the hold-up 
of public improvements. 


It is reported from Washington that the California sena- 
tors are endeavoring to secure ‘‘the changing of the boun- 
dary of Yosemite National Pork at the southwest corner in 
the interest of the electric railway building from Fresno by 
H. EH. Huntington and associates.’’ Thus enters the wedge 
of commercialism in California’s pre-eminent natural beauty 
spot. 


In all the talk about following New York’s plan for Los 
Angeles consolidation the fact seems to be overlooked that 
New York did not become ‘‘greater’’ by a single step. For 
instance, a large group of towns and villages was annexed 
to the city in 1874, the territory being taken from West- 
chester county. To be exact, twenty-one villages were 
drawn into the metropolis at that time. It was the suecess 
of that scheme of consolidation that finally assured the 
city’s present dimensions. 


The tidal trouble recently experienced at Venice-by-the- 
Sea is a warning to projectors of improvements on the whole 
stretch of available beaches. The Pacific ocean is liable 
at any time to appear in a mood not consistent with its name.

League’s Good Work. 


The Municipal League is pursuing the even tenor 
of its way and doing valuable work for this eom- 
munity despite all kinds of adverse and unkind eriti- 
cism. The League’s communications to the City 
Couneil last Tuesday in reference to the appalling 
poverty and uncleanliness that exist in a slum dis- 
trict which many of us never knew Los Angeles 
owned, is a most instructive and valuable document. 
To maintain such a pestiferous corner in the heart 
of the city is a frightful menace to public health, 
and once more the Municipal League has done in- 
valuable work in calling the attention of the author- 
ities to the much needed reform. The League’s 
insistence also that at the next city election, a bond 
issue for $100,000 be voted for public parks is 


worthy of the entire commendation of every loyal 
e1tizen. 


Will Be Broad Gauge. 


As soon as the new bond issue of the Los Angeles 
Pacific company is authorized, which will be at a 
meeting of the stockholders early next month, the 
substantial improvements which have been planned 
by Messrs. Clark and Sherman, will be begun. First 
and foremost will come the broad-gauging of the 
Sixteenth street line and through to Ocean Park 
and Venice. Fortunately for this improvement the 
rails on the present. narrow gauge are sufficiently 
heavy—seventy pounds to the yard—for the heav- 
iest interurban cars and the roadbed, even now, is 
being prepared for the change. There will be a 
gathering of material and when all is in readiness 
the actual change will be made with all expedition. 
I understand that the managers expect to have the 
main line of the road changed into standard rauge 
by the time the heavy summer travel sets in. Facili- 
ties have been provided for rebuilding much of the 
rolling stock of the road and many recently pur- 
chased cars ean be changed over from narrow gauge 
to broad gauge in a very few days. All new cars 
will of course be ordered standard gauge. It is yat 
undetermined when the north division of road will 
be made into broad gauge. This involves a third 
rail on Spring street, Main street and Bellevue ave- 
nue. New depot? Well, just ask Messrs. Clark 
and Sherman about that.

The Clarks, the Montana boodler and his brother, 
J. koss, used to have extraordinarily effective press 
agents in this neck of the woods, but nowadays they 
toot from the wrong end. In the Times last Wad- 
nesday morning a very sensational railroad ‘‘story’’ 
was published which as usual—I regret to say—was 
conceived in error and pregnant with exaggeration. 
In the first place the Times authoratively confirmed 
the frequent over-statements of E. T. Earl in his 
organ that the citrus fruit crop this season would 
be 40,000 cars. As I said several weeks ago, after 
the severe frost, the crop will not be over 25,000 ears, 
and I am willing to back that opinion by wagering 
one share in the Graphic against publie opinion of 
the true worth of the ‘‘Mean Man from Maine.’’

Fire Chief Improving. 


Last Sunday night’s fire on Broadway, writes my 
expert, was not discovered until it had spread from 
the cellar of the Japanese furniture store to the 
Stairway leading up to the Louise lodging house. 
Two minutes after the alarm was given this stairway 
was-so full of smoke that it could not be used. The 
first companies to arrive bent their energies to res- 
cuing the occupants of the lodging house, which they 
did in a most creditable manner, being ably assisted 
by the police.

The fire escape on the back of the building was ab- 
solutely useless, owing to the hole in the baleony 
being so small that only a child could squeeze

“*Personal Consideraticns.’’ 


In an amusing editorial entitled, ‘‘Peace and 
Honor’’ in the Times of last Monday, General Otis 
adjured the Mayor and City Council to solva the 
Board of Public Works deadlock by ‘“sinkinge’ all 
personal considerations in a sincere regard for the 
welfare of the whole city.’ As an example of the 
Times’s arrant hypocrisy and extraordinary impu- 
dence, this advice could hardly be surpassed, since 
General Otis himself has been one of the factors of 
the long drawn out and very sour contest. His own 
method of ‘“‘sinkinge personal considerations’? was 
to inform Mayor McAleer, months ago, that under 
no consideration must he appoint ‘‘Dr. John R. 
Haynes’s man’’—E. T. Perkins, and the General also 
made the demand, for ‘‘personal considerations,” 
that ex-Senator R. F. del Valle—otherwise a worthy 
appointment—should be given a place on the board. 
If ever a man were guided. and governed by “per. 
sonal considerations’’ in all publie policies, it has 
been and is Harrison Gray Otis. Huh! Let me re- 
fresh the General’s and the public’s memory by re- 
calling his record in doing everything in his power 
to put the City in jeopardy by urging the abandon- 
ment of its just and eminently proper suits to re- 
strain the ranchers of the San Fernando Valley from 
minimizing the city’s sole supply of water, becaus: 
—and this is the only true reason— General Otis and 
his colleagues were heavily interested in land specu- 
lation in that valley. ‘‘Personal considerations”’! 
Tt is to laugh, but it is a sorry and pathetie smile.

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Deborah’ s Diary 





I was talking to a distinguished foreigner today, 
who has been traveling throughout this country for 
the last six months, and who previously has visited 
it many times—in fact, he had the good taste to 
marry an American girl. I asked him what im- 
pressed him most as characteristic of our people. 
He replied, ‘‘ Your wonderful energy and enthusiasm 
and’’ with a courtly bow—‘‘the incomparable charm 
of your women.’’ All this was very nice, but J 
asked him to expatiate from our faults as well as 
our virtues. Being a reserved and modest man—as 
indeed I have noticed most distinguished men usually 
are—he replied, and with some hesitation, ‘‘ Mv dear 
child, it is rude for a stranger within your gates to 
criticise his hosts, but I think what the American 
people need to cultivate, most of all, is repose. You 
are such a restless people. Very few of you even 
can sit still. I suppose, for that reason, the rocking 
chair is so indispensable, and, by the way, did vou 
ever see a young girl look really graceful rocking 
herself in a chair, with her feet occasionally sus- 
pended in mid-air? The inartistice effect, of course, 
is magnified if she should happen to be chewing gum 
or balancing a wooden toothpick in her mouth. So 
many of you—and you will pardon my plain. speak- 
ing—eannot even keep your jaws still! Peace— Love 
always exeepted—is above all the most desirable 
thing in the world, and in fact, there can be no true 
love without ‘that peace which passeth all under- 
standing.’’” Then, my dear, elderly mentor began 
to blush as if he were talking too much, but en- 
couraged by Unele Josephus, I persuaded him to re- 
sume his discourse, especially as the waiter was @ 
long time bringing the lobster a la Reichl. 

‘“Well,’’ he continued, ‘‘don’t you see how im- 
possible it is to have real refinement without repose? 
I believe one of your very greatest men—certainly, 
to my mind, your biggest newspaperman, Charles A. 
Dana—used to give his staff a brief list of rules, 
for life and work, the first of which was definitely 
and concisely, ‘Never be in a hurry.’ This has al- 
ways seemed to me so peculiarly strange a regula- 
tion for an American newspaper office, in which men 
must ever live at the hot end of the wire, and all is 
hustle and bustle, that I have always treasured it 
and linagine it ought to be inseribed in red paint at 
every crossing in every American city. Then, my 
dear child, as a people, you seem to me to lack rev- 
erence. Without reverence there can be no disei- 
pline, and without discipline there can be no order. 
1 do not mean to say that you are a disorderly peo- 
ple, but, from the nursery up, your parents are at 
such pains to teach you self-reliance that they fre- 
quently overlook the eternal value of keeping the 
fourth commandment, ‘Honor thy father and mother 
that thy days may be long in the land.’ Of all ob- 
jectionable characters that I have come across in 
your great and glorious country, there is none equal 
to the hotel child. Obedience and discipline are ab- 
solutely unknown terms to him. He goes and does 
whithersoever and whatsoever his untrained spirit 
prompts him, and when he is guilty of something ¢x- 
ceedingly naughty or precocious, his«fond parents 
unite im laughing at his anties. Now, how can 
von expect to bring up a race with reverence for 
God, and Law, and Womanhood, when you do not 
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mnstill obedience—with a bireh rod if necessary — into 
your children ?’’ 

Then our kind friend paused again, blushed sone 
more,,and refused to say anything more, while 
Unele Josephus took up the endgels for the American 
ehild, and our beloved institutions. 

‘““MIy dear sir,’’ he said, ‘‘I am afraid you have 
only seen the worst of our. offspring. The average 
child that you see cavorting around the corridors of 
cur hotels is certainly not an attractive young per- 
son. He apes the manners of his elders, develops 
an abnormal self-consciousness, and is allowed to 
eat far too much, but the number of hotel children, 
thank God, is really very small, and if you could 
enter one hundred American homes where there ara 
ehildren—it might take you afar—you would find 
that in 75 per cent of them, where the parents are 
of any account, the word ‘obedience’ is frequently 
taught with firmness, and with the strap, if neces- 
sary. It is true that we are an ‘irreverent’ people 
—that is, we do not bow down and worship graven 
images, such as hereditary titles, and other prepos- 
terous traditions. The fact of the matter is, we do 
not take ourselves as seriously as do you Europeans. 
We can even ‘josh’ each other when at work, some- 
thing which, pardon me, no Englishman ean ever 
understand! Despite our main lineal descent, we 
are actually more lke the French. Many of our 
characteristics may be volatile, but after all, we are 
sincere. The best bluffers are frequently those who 
do not bluff at all.’’

Juvenile talent and the absence of it has been 
made conspicuous of late. First there was the 
“juvenile musical extravaganza”’ entitled ‘‘The Toy 
Shop’’ of which three performances were given at 
the Mason Opera House for the benefit of a local 
charity. It was a large affair. About a hundr2d 
and seventy-five children’s names figured in the pro- 
gram, and the entertainment was fotten up by one 
of those enterprising eastern ladies who make it 
their busimess to engineer such performances on a 
large scale. The method is simple. The charity to 
be benefited is selected and it must be one that is 
patronized by society. Then a sufficient number 
of ladies becoming interested, the promoter’s fee is 
fixed and work begins. To insure suecess it is ab- 
sclutely necessary to get large numbers on the Stage. 


The other juvenile exhibition is being given this 
week at the Belasco and is the piece about which 
rival managers have been having a legal battle, re- 
sulting in the Belasco people being able to produce 
“The Little Princess’’ who is a first cousin, once re- 
moved, of the Little Lord Fauntleroy whom Mrs. 
Burnett made so famous. The authoress has written

to add to it a lace collar that eovers her shoulders, 
to show her humility of spirit. The east of ehay 
acters in the production is composed almost entirely 
of children, or of girls that. are made up to look like 
children, and the “‘grown up’’ diaglogue is mostly 
confined to Miss Minchen, the governess. ‘The last 
named lady’s severity of manner and strictness of 
demeanor were not at all in keeping with the lax 
<useipline which she permitted under her eyes. But 
then the piece has no thread of probability, no dra- 
matic construction and its only interest lies in its 
development of childish characteristies which be- 
come wearisome from repetition long before the 
play is over. 

The production. serves at least one good purpose 
it that it gives Miss Lawton a week’s rest from 
public appearances, and no doubt the children will 
be well patronized during the week. The amicable 
people who are fond of noisy youngsters will beam 
brightly at this performance,and the unsophisticated 
little children will not be suspected of the twenty 
summers and upwards which a number of them have 
seen. Miss Effie Bond who has been brought here 
from San Francisco to play the part of twelve-year- 
oid Sara Crewe, is a clever little actress with just 
that theatrical touch that the part demands. Dot 
Bernard is made up as a scullery maid in a mode 
that the precise Miss Minechen would never have 
allowed to intrude in her parlor, but the theatrical 
touch 1s required there too and so she has to wear 
rags and soot, but Dot did her part bravely and well. 
Fay Bainter was really interesting and Leila Hal- 
stead did a small part with spirit.

Musieal artists should be judged according to 
their pretensions; players and singers of lesser 
abilities should be measured aceording to the elags 
to which they belong, as well as according to their 
pretensions. A pupil’s recital should not be riddled 
with the gatling gun of professional criticism; a 
student’s performance should be Judged by compar. 
ative standards. The yardstick the critic carries 
should be of the rubber variety, adjustable to the 
oceasion. Let it be rigid enough on the appearance 
of the artist on the person who poses as such; but 
when the performance is by amateurs, let them be 
compared with amateurs. What is the use of impal- 
ing the butterfly with the Jovian spear? 

These remarks come to mind anent certain recent 
performances. The pen that is competent to dissect 
the work of a Nordica or Paderewski may itech to 
analyze the weaknesses of the struggling, would-be 
professional, or the inexperienced amateur, for 
eaecoethes seribendi is caused by a microbe that is 
intensely active. But an injustice is done when the 
pupil’s performance is dissected with a knife which 
should be reserved for the artist. 

The local press, as a rule, has been lenient, so far 
as I have noticed, in its remarks concerning recent 
performances. In fact, certain writers seem to have 
written around the subjects with elaborate scruples. 
This shows a kindliness of spirit not generally ac- 
eredited to the individual who has been assigned to 
‘write up’? musical performances. Most of ‘the 
loeal writers allow a very large percentage of mercy 
to temper their justice—perhaps at times too much. 
I: is well to classify the performer early in the 
notice, and then mention his work on his own level. 
If a pupil is overloaded by an aspiring teacher, why 
not say so—the fault is the teacher’s? If a student 
apes the professional class and misses it, a hint of 
the real status may be of use. Ifa professional ven- 
tures too deep, or makes selections unfitted to his 
abilities, it is the proper function of the musical 
writer to note the faet—provided he is competent to 
cdiseriminate, 








Even at this late date Mr. Buzzi’s operatic concert 
deserves a word. It had its strong features, and 
its weak, and let it be said the latter were not 
Buzzi’s, save as he is chargeable with assigning 4 
task to Mrs. Lowe, in the role of Leonora, in “‘La 
Favorita,’’ that demanded too much for a first ap- 
pearance in opera. Naturally Mr. Buzzi is ambi- 
tious for his pupil, and for his own reputation, but 
a milder selection of matter for the lady in ques 
tion would have avoided comparisons. 

Mrs. Lowe has a voice that would be pleasing 
when not over worried or over worked; this was 
proved by the fact that her singing improved 4s 
the minutes passed. Mr. Russo was thoroughly a 
home in the music, and in the love-making require 
ments—but in the latter the soprano was about as 
responsive as a barber pole. Mrs. Lowe is not oper 
atie in temperament. 

Mr. Buzzi proved’a beautifully accurate director. 
His hands tell what he wants and when he wants It, 
and, by the way, there are hands in town that sug 
gest only a series of conundrums, both to orchestra 
and audience. As he had a number of the Chiat 
farelli players in his brass and wood sections, these 
portions of his orchestra were unusually sonorous. 
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The econmmendations found in Wednesday’s Times 
on the singing of Mrs. Collette can not be chargeable 
to nepotism, as the work of this singer at the joint 
recital of Mrs. Collette, Miss Heartt and Mr. Blu- 
menfield last Tuesday night at Dobimson Hall was 
worthy of all the plaudits bestowed by press and 
audience. Her work came near placing her ‘‘prin- 
eeps’’ in the local soprano ranks, though there is no 
‘“faeile’’? about the achievement of such a place. I 
hunted through the mazes of the Examiner make-up 
but found no notice of the concert; but I see the 
usually cold-blooded Mr. Gates of the Express was 
as well satisfied as was brother-in-law Johnson of 
the Times. 

Miss Heartt showed in her singing the womanly 
qualities that make hers an enjoyable personality. 
Warm-hearted, sociable, likeable, but I am sorry 
I have to say it—she must not content herself with 
the study she has done. Herein les the danger 
point. Such nice phrases as she gets in the press 
and in private must: not blind her to the fact that 
she has not yet made half out of her voice that 
by solid work at essentials she may achieve. This 
desire to compass a large repertory soon stalls fur- 
ther progress. If those tones of hers could be lifted 
out of the back part of her pretty mouth and sent 
ringing with the concentration they deserve, her 
work would be lifted to.a plane wher it would be 
eomparable with that of Mrs. Collette. Work, work, 
young woman, don’t rest on your oars yet. Praise 
is pleasant and you have the vibrant quality that 
goes to people’s hearts; but get down to fundament- 
als again and go to a master of tone production— 
none of the alleged masters. These seemingly harsh 
words are written because you have the voice. A 
smaller or less promising voice would not be worth 
my criticism or your time. 

Mr. Blumenfeld drew many friends to the concert. 
And he gave them the worth of their money, for this 
violinist is scholarly, and in the more brilliant pas- 
sages showed virtuosity that was in abeyance in the 
earlier numbers he offered. He wins eredit rather 
by his schooling than by his persona] appeal, but his 
work was solid and reliable, and worthy of the com- 
pliments he received. 

The comical element was furnished to the recital 
by the atrocious scenic backing on the stage, a 
house interior in gorgeous green and pink, with im- 
possible pictures on the walls, which added a touch 
of grewsomeness to certain of the songs, and of 
levity to others. Maybe Wagner was right about 
the necessity of consonance in the arts! 

Score another for Los Angeles! If the conflict be- 
tween the managerial brethren does not cause a 
change of Conried’s plans, Los Angeles will have 
the Metropolitan Opera Company this year, while 
Boston will not. If the auditorium is completed, that 
is the logieal place for grand opera; but there is 
little ehance of that, and. it is probable Harry 
Wyatt will be more inflated than ever over enter- 
taining the Metropolitan song birds at the Mason. 
The favored cities—all of which will hereafter con- 
sider themselves more musical than the Hub—are 
Baltimore, Washington, Pittsburgh, Chicago, St. 
Louis, Kansas City, San Francisco and Los Angeles. 
San Francisco will have two weeks of opera. The 
tour will begin March 19, and end about the first of 
May. Fifteen operas will be sung: ‘‘The Queen 
of Sheba,”’ ‘‘Carmen,’’ ‘The Marriage of Figaro,”’

Despite the many tracts that have been launched, 
and ifferent propositions exploited the past few 
months, a small sale took place this week which 
shows beyond a doubt the still healthy condition and 
the general trend of the market. Five shares of the 
Naples company stock which was placed on the mar- 
ket a few months ago at $12.50 per share were sold 
at par, the buyer evidently nettled that he was un- 
able to procure more at the same price.

The capital of the Manhattan bank 
will be enlarged to $50,000 and will be continued 
as an adiunct to the new national bank. 

Extensive alterations and improvements are be- 
ing made in the quarters of the Bank of Orange at 
Orange, Cal. Changes providing for increased desk 
room and improved facilities for both officers and 
eustomers are contemplated in the main office. 


The Woodmen of Lordsburg, Cal., are negotiating 
for the purehase of lots for the erection of a fine 
suilding. The lower floor has already been rented 
for a bank. 

The new Bothin Block of Hemet is in course ot 
erection under the supervision of Contractor A. L. 
Cole, due for completion July 1. The Hemet Savings 
bank will be started on the corner. 

P. R. Ruth of the Chino State bank and E. fk. 
Yount of Lordsburg are behind a project for the es 
tablishment of a bank in Pomona. They have se 
eured a lease on a store room in the Hoops block on 
Second street. It is stated that the new institution 
is to be a state bank and a trust bank. . 

The Bank of Huntington Park will open for bust 
ness about March 19. 

The Dolgeville Land Co. will locate a bank at Al- 
tambra and will soon commence the erection of a 
two-story building. 


Bonds 


The sewer bond issue at Bisbee, Ariz., was de- 
feated by 17 votes. This was due to the fact that 
the taxpayers thought the water franchise which 
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was to be voted on at the same time as sewer bonds, 
still in effect, and that the vote on bonds meant water 
franchise. 

The citizens of Wilmington are planning to dredge 
the old channel from the turning basin at Mormon 
Island up to the foot of Banning street. The plan 
depends upon the successful defense of the recent 
incorporation now before the courts. If this is sus- 
tained the trustees are to be called upon. to bond the 
town for $75,000 at once. F. 8S. Cary of the Bank 
of Wilmington is taking an active interest in the 
matter. 

Gitizens of the Ojai valley, Ventura county, are 
agitating for a bond issue of $25,000 for roads and 
bridges. 

Rialto, San Bernardino county, is diseussing an 
issue of $10,000 or $15,000 for schoo] purposes. An 
election will be called soon. 

The city clerk of Long Beach will soon advertise 
the sale of $16,000 bonds, the money to be used for 
wharf repairs. 

Dillon & Hubbard of New York have declared the 
bonds for a sea wall at Coronado to be legal. 

Redondo voted #80,000 bonds for a sewer system 
and $20,000 for a city hall, by a large majority. 

The Los Angeles supervisors have sold $15,000 
worth of school bonds of Santa Moniea to T. W. 
Phelps of the American National bank. He paid 
&247 premium. 

A special election will be held in Los Angeles 
about the middle of March for submitting to the 
electors of the city the issuance of fire bonds, $200.- 
000; playgrounds and park bonds, $100,000; police 
station bonds, $20,000. The fire bonds are to supply 
eash for the building and eqtuipping of six engine 
houses, chemical house and home for the water 
tower. These proposals will be submitted as three 
separate issues. A proposal for $80,000 for a sewer 
system will be submitted at the same time. The 
bonds will bear 4 per cent interest and will be pay- 
able in forty equal annual installments. 

The City Couneil of Douglas, Ariz., has decided 
to take action on the sewer bond question. The city 
attorney has been instructed to draw such an ordi- 
nance,
